DEATH OF GEO. W..STEEVENS. 


War Correspondent of the London Daily 
Mail Succumbs to Fever at 
Ladysmith. 


LADYSMITH, Tuesday, Jan. 16, via Spear- 
man’s Camp.—Mr. George Warrington Stee- 
vens, special correspondent of the London 
Daily Mail, dted yesterday of enteric fever 
and was buried at nun 


George W. Steevens was one of the best 
known war correspondents of the younger 
school. 
and his talent for word painting, combined 
with a keen intellect and an aptitude for 
observation, have made him a prominent fig- 
ure in English war journalism. 

He joined the editorial staff of the Pall 
Mall Gazette in 1893, but went to the Daily 
Mail in 1897" His first experience in war 
correspondence was in the Greco-Turkish 


war. Next he accompanied Lord Kitchener 


to the Soudan. and described the campaign 
which ended in the Khalifa’s defeat at Om- 
durman. 

His work at Rennes during the Dreyfus 
trial attracted attention both in England 
and in this country. He went to south 
Africa just before the Boer ultimatum pre- 
cipitated the present war 

Mr. Steevens was but 30 years old. His 
literary activity may best be appreciated 
from the fact that, in addition to the host of 
articles which he contributed to the 
periodical press, he fotind time to be- 
come the author of eight books—‘ Naval 
Policy,” “‘ Monologues of the Dead,“ The 
Land of the Dollar” (American travels), 
“With the Conquering Turk,“ Egypt in 
1898,” With Kitchener to Khartum,” In 
India with Curzon,” and The Tragedy of 
Dreyfus,” whose court-martial he attended.

Osman Ali or Digna (meaning “ he of the 
beard ’’) was a powerful and rich slave deal- 
er and merchant in 1882, when the insurrec- 
tion broke out under Arabi Pasha, and he 
espoused the cause of the latter. So great 
was Osman's power that the Mahdi and his 
successors were compelled to treat him with 
great consideration and to defer to his 
power. He is of herculean stature, with 
eyes of piercing blackness, shaggy eye- 
brows, and an immense beard. He contents 
himself with three wives, who, however, are 
daughters of the chiefs of the most impor- 
tant and powerful Arab tribes of the Soudan.

Civic Federation Committee Plans. 


Speakers heard by the Civic federation’s 
Committee on Revenue during the day de- 
clared that no permanent relief from exist- 
ing tax levy evils can be had until the vari- 
ous taxing bodies in the city and county are 
consolidated and the methods of transacting 
public affairs simplified.

LQRD CURZON GIVES DETAILS OF

VIENNA, Jan. 19.—The strikes in the coa} 
districts in Moravia and Bohemia are assum- 
ing threatening proportions. Besides the 
11,000 miners who went out early in the 
week at the mines at Klando, in Bohemia, 
there are now 16,000 on a strike in the region 
between Ostrau and Krawin, in Moravia. 

The prospect of a coal famine is troubling . 
manufacturers throughout all the northern 
part of the empire. Hungary has extensive 
coal flelds, but cannot begin to satisfy the 
Austrian needs. The product of the German 
and Silestan mines is already disposed of 
by contracts with the Germans, and the 
brown coal produced by the Bohemian mines, 
whose workmen are not on a strike, cannot 
be burned here without remodeling the 
boilers. 

The Viennese Chamber of Commerce met 
today to discuss the situation and passed 
a resolution urging the government to take 
steps to bring about an understanding be- 
tween the mine owners and the strikers. 


WILL NOT REMOVE COAL DUTY. 


Customs Commission Rejects Proposal 
to Prevent Famine—Orleans Has 
Armed Yacht.

SETS UP CIVIL LAW IN CUBA.. 


Further Details of the Plan to Gradual- 
ly Retire Military Government in

HAVANA, Jan. 10.—The full text of the 
order relating to the duties of civil and 
military authorities was issued today. The 
most important provisions, in addition to 
those already cabled, are that after Feb. I 
all communications between civil and mii 
tary officials will be transmitted through 
civil channels. Civil officials are charged 
with the conduct of civil affairs, under the 
supervision of the Military Governor alone. 

Military officers, the order directs, are not 
to interfere with the civil authorities, except 


opinion, public order, life, and property are 


The military authorities are also charged 
with the Inspection of prisons throughout 
their districts at least once a month, report- 
ing on the same independently of the civil 
reports. Military officers must not interfere 
with the public press, unless such action 
shall be absolutely necessary to prevent a 
serious disturbance of the public peace or to 
prevent publications menacing public morals. 

The order declares that the civil law will 
be found ample to right private wrongs.

as can be learned about $4.000 in paper 
money was secured by the burglars. Num- 
erous sacks of silver had been pl out- 
side, wien a fight began which drove the 
robbers away. 

The town night watchman, who was two 
blocks away, heard the first explosion, and 
with the local restaurant keeper started out 
to investigate. Immediately there were four 
more explosions. . 

When the two men arrived at the bank 
five masked men forced them back witb 
drawn revolvers, and the watchman began 
shooting. The robbers returned the fire, 
and, abandoning the silver, backed down 
towards the railway tracks, where a hand 
car was concealed. The two parties con- 
tinued the fight, and other citizens soon 
joined in. 
The burglars made a dash for the hand 
car and by rapid shooting forced the crowd 
| of citizens back, when they made their es- 

cape. 
The only citizen hurt was W. W. Price, 
who was shot in the right arm. That some 
one of the burglars was hurt was apparent 
in the traces of blood, and an exclamation 
made by one of them, Jim, I’m shot.” 

That the robbery is the work of profession- 
als is judged from the rapidity of the ex- 
plosions, showing that they understood their 
task and were anxious to get away before 
an alarm could be sounded. 

The bank buildin® is a two-story brick. 
The explosion cracked the walls and the 
interior is a mass of wreckage. The hand 
car was stolen at North Manchester, and i 
was to this place that the men were tracked, 
Parties anewering their description took the 
early east-bound Erie train. 


| Ellettsville Bank Robbed.

of an ax. 

He evidently cut the throat ot the little 
girl, Florence, and completed the tragedy 
by taking his own life with the razor, which 
he threw on the table as he fell to die on the 
kitchen floor. 

All four bodies were in their night clothes, 
showing that the deed had been committed 
some time after the family retired last even- 
ing and before breakfast this morning. 


Acts Indicated Insanity. 
For a long time Bergen has been acting 
in a strange manner, but many attributed 
his actions during the last season as sim- 
ply due to his eccentricity. Those who knew 
him best, however, always said that there 
was something wrong with Martin's head. 
He had been especially despondent at 
times since the death of his little son George, 
which took place during the summer. Since 
then he has not been like himself, but never 
showed the slightest tendency to violence. 
His insanity was shown by his great de- 
spondency at times and his difficulty to get 
along with people with whom he had, daily 
business, 
His one dream of life was to make a home 
for his family they might be proud of, and 
that after he had retired from the ball field 
and the cheers of the thousands he could 
live there in contentment. 


Well Liked in Village. 

His first idea of a farm in the country 
was to secure a home for his aged father, 
who understood the work of a farm. The 
father had quite an influence over Martin, 
and the son held his father in high esteem. 
Among the people of the village he was con- 
sidered an ideal citizen. Byerybody had a 
good word and a kind tribute to pay to his 
energies. He was known by everybody and 
everybody liked to stop him on the village 
street and have a chat with him. It was 
when he got among ball players he seemed 
to lose the gentle nature which pervaded 
him when he was among the people of his 
own village.

OPEN CAMPAIGN IN MICHIGAN. 


Republicans Gather at Gridley ub 
Banquet in Ionia and Launch 
Boome.

Ionia, Mich., Jan. 19.—[ Special. Nearly 
500 Republicans, numbering among them 
many of the most prominent members o? 
the party in the State, a large sprinkling 
of the active workers from most of the coun- 
ties, and nearly all of the candidates for 
places on the State ticket, gathered here to- 
night at the annual banquet of the Gridley 
Republican club. 

The Republican leaders recognize the 
necessity of beginning a vigorous campaign 
early if they would overcome the misfor-

Arguments for a Pool. 


The proposition to pool the earnings of all 


the roads was made to insure the main- 


tenance of the anti-commission agreement 
made by the Presidents of the Eastern and 
Western lines in New York two weeks ago. 
Without a pool the agreement could not be 


carried out. There are many roads 


es- 
pecially the weak lines, which would lose 


money by the wiping out of commissions. 
These lines must be assessed a percentage 
of the business if they are to be kept quiet. 
The abolition of commissions means the 
annulment of the agreement Western roads 
have with the Atlantic steamship companies 
in connection with immigrant traffic. The 
steamship companies, the outside immigrant 
agencies, the various tourist agencies, will 
leave no stone unturned to frustrate the 
anti-commission plan.

Rumors Follow Harriman’s Visit: 


E. H. Harriman’s presence in the city yes-

PLANS TO STOP THE BEGGING NUI- 
SANCE AND TO AID THE WORTHY. 


Applicants Are Sent to the Bureau of 
Associated Charities, Where They 
Will Be Helped if They Are Willing 
to Work—Receords Kept to show 
Whether or Not the Request for 
Employment Is Made — Method 
Proves Successful, 


With a view to doing away to some extent 
the begging nuisance after night, and at the 
same time care for the needy, the West Side 
office of the Bureau of Associated Charities 
is kept open now until 10 o’clock each night 
on week days and from 6 to 10 o’clock on 
Sunday nights. The office is at 181 West 
Madison street. The bureau promises that 
food, lodging, and other aid will be given at

If the applicant is 
able he will be required to pay in work the 
following morning for what he has received, 
and if he desires additional aid will be ex- 
tended. 

Cards have been printed with coupon stubs 
which are to be distributed to any one send- 
ing for them. The coupon is to be signed by 
the person sending the beggar to the ald 
society. The other end of the card is to be 
mailed to the office of the bureau and con- 
tains the name and address of the sender. 
The bureau reports back to the person send- 
ing the beggar, and a check is thus obtained. 

Charles F. Weller, Superintendent of the 
bureau for the district, says that of twenty- 
six applicants sent in one month to perform 
three hours’ work for food and lodging only 
three reached the place, and one finally did 
the work. 


Impose Upon Many People. . 

It is a well established fact that tramps, 
through their, meetings in saloons, large 
lodging-houses, and other places, report to 
each resort what houses or individuals are 
‘easy marks,’ and even what kind of story 
will be most effective with each,“ said Mr. 
Weller. The daily income of a begging 
tramp may be said to average from 50 cents 
to $2 cash, in addition to meals and a large 
amount of clothing. which is sold. A num- 
ber of saloons in West Madison street near 
the river and South Clark street near Van 
Buren are supported almost entirely by 
money thus begged from church people and 
others charitably disposed. 

The bureau's cards for reporting appli- 
cants will stop this degradation of the beg- 
gars and this waste of charitable resources 
if every citizen will codperate in using them. 
They will assure to every honest, sincere 
applicant courteous consideration and more 
adequate assistance than he could other- 
wise obtain. The bureau promises to treat 
every applicant with courtesy and patience 
and to make an earnest effort in every case 
to help the applicant help himself.“ 


Plan Works Well. 


Mr. Weller gave a number of instances of 
tramps who would not work under any.cir- 
cumstances, being defeated in their attempts 
to impose upon people, and how really de- 
serving cases had been discovered. One 
man, who had lost nearly all the fingers on 
both hands, was established in business as 
a peddler, and is now prosperous. He was 
saved from pauperism and the city was 
saved the expense of caring for him.

He is necessarily a brave writer who sits 
down jauntily to write an essay on What 
Is Good English?” It does not follow, how- 
ever, that he is necessarily a discreet writer, 
or one who can safely be taken as a mentor 
by those who aspire to write good English. 

Mr. Peck's volume of essays is eminently 
readable, but its soundness is not so appa- 
rent. The author has plenty of self-confi- 
dence and discourses upon the subject of 
good English interestingly, but in a way that 
is likely to be not a little confusing to writers 
who sometimes grope where Mr. Peck treads 
confidently and airily. He starts out in a 
way which will win him great applause from 
thase who regard grammar as incompatible 
with mental elasticity, and who deem the 
outpourings of their fancy as superior to 
mére verbal correctness and the rules of 
style framed to guide dullards and not to 
fetter genius. There are few writers who 
do not at times feel like taking what Mr. 
Peck felicitously calls inspired liberties ” 
with the English language. It is comfort- 
a famous 
Frenchman’s saying—“ The style is the 
man’’—to have this expanded by Mr. Peck 
after this fashion: The style of the born 
writer, who flings himself joyously-into his 
subject, who revels in the wealth and ter- 
tility of his own linguistic resources, and 
who creates a literary manner for Himself, 
is as truly a gift of nature as is the poet’s 
inspiration or the sculptor’s sense of form; 
for it is largely a matter of temperamient.”’ 

This disposes at once of any haunting fears 
born of pedagogical insistence that gram- 
mars and rhetorics are to be taken seriously.

BANKS MIGHT ALLAY PUBLIC HOSTILITY. 

The three principal objections urged 
against postal eee. banks are: First, 
the difficulty of finding ‘suitable investment

for the funds deposited on account of the 


high premium on government bonds; sec- 
ond, the diversion of money from districts 
where it is scarce to ſlistriets where it is 
plentiful, or, ‘generally speaking, from the 
West to the East; third, paternalism. 

An attempt to find investment in gov- 
ernment bonds for the entire deposits of 
postal savings banks (which in time would 


dollars) would encounter the difficulty that 
in purchasing them the premium would be- 
come so high that the bonds would not 
yield as much as 2 cent on the funds 
invested in them. Enough of them to pro- 
vide for the system at the outset could 
doubtless be bought at quotations which 
would allow interest at 2 per cent on sav- 
ings deposits. That rate would be sufficient 
for the purpose and would not allow damag- 
ing competition with private savings banks. 
In England 2% per cent is paid on postal 
savings deposits, and yet the private savings 
banks in that country continue to thrive 
and grow stronger in their deposits. Out- 
side of government bond issues, opportuni- 
ties ought never to 50 for investment in 


— 


bonds of States and municipalities, though 
great diserimination would naturally have 
to be exereised. The publie buildings of the 
futuré might be with the deposit 
funds, the rentals paid by the government 
providing the depositors with interest. The 
deposits received in sections where irriga- 
tion of land is gy might become in- 
vested in blic irrigation projects with 
benefit to tflose communities. Postmaster 
General Wanamaker suggested that the 
savings deposits might be loaned to na- 
tional banks, which would be allowed to 
hold them only as preferred claims against 


their assets. 


In the case of future issues of government 
bonds the postal sayings bank would fur- 
nish a way for the money of the people to 
take them up before they could get gob- 
bled up by the big financial institutions, as 
in the ease of the late popular loan. In 
connection with the postal savings bank 
plan it would be important to have a com- 
mission of expert business authorities and 
representative statesmen to advise or direct 
the Postmaster General as to the sensible 
investment of the funds. The Secretary of 
the Treasury should ex-officio have a place 
on the commission. Investments should, as 
far as possible, be’so arranged as to keep 
money in the same section where it has been 
received on deposit; If this were done it 
would ‘meet the objection as to the with- 
drawal of funds from one locality to an- 
other. The communities which it is feared 
would suffer from the depletion of funds 
are those where savings banks are now 
scarce, and where postal savings banks 
could result in nothing more harmful than 
finding a possible outside use for such funds 
as are now wholly unused, and therefore 
as good as dead. | 

Private financial institutions would do 
well by themselves if they assisted, in- 
stead of opposing, the introduction of postal 
savings banks. They would share in the 
general financial benefit resulting from gov- 
*rnmental extension of facilities of money 
deposit to those people to whom the private 
banks now offer only inadequate and un- 
safe facilities. The establishment of postal 
savings banks would do much to remove 
the ground for the hostile feeling of a large 
section of the public towards the private 
banker and his eye hostility due to 
the opinion that the banker does business 
with the rich and 10 utterly neglectful of the 
poor. Two-thirds of the private savings 
banks of the country are in New England 
and New York. 

A postal savings bank could be opened in 
every town and hamlet ot the United States 
where there is a postoffice. 


ACTS WHICH “EDIFY NOT.” — 

From 1889 till early in 1899 the Chase 
National Bank was the depository of Post- 
office funds in New York City. The bank 
had on hand daily during that long period 
from $60,000 to $200,000 of government 
money, which it was able to loan out on 
profitable terms. Almost a year ago the 
Chase National Bank lost this plum. By 
order of the Postoffice department the Sev- 
enth National was made the depository. 

There: is nothing to criticise in the de- 
prival of the Chase National Bank of a 
profitable privilege it had enjoyed so long. 
As it makes no difference to the govern- 
ment what bank holds its funds, a little 
rotation in once does no harm.

There is much to be said 
in favor of the

They 
are in the same category with the unsold 
goods manufactured by a factory hand 
which belong to his employer, even if the 
employé is dismissed, and if the articles are 
spoiled in the making. This idea is not held, 
generally, among public men. It will be re- 
membered that the government has had 
much trouble in securing official papers from 
the heirs of army officers for puwublica- 
in the records of the rebellion, 
The living officers and their heirs have 
considered them often as private prop- 
erty, and elther refused to surrender them at 
all or else have demanded large prices for 
them. Official letters and papers that are 
not personal in their nature are surely not 
the property of the man to whom they are 
written. |

NOTEWORTHY MAYORS’ MESSAGES. 

Mayor Van Wyck presented his second 
annual message to the Municipal Assembly 
of New York a few days ago. As the chief 
official utterance of the second city in the 
world the document is disappointing. 
The World aptly remarks that It bore no 
reference to the administration’s policy— 
no explanation of the errors or scandals of 
the last two years, such as the great char- 
tered Ramapo robbery, and no recommen- 
dations for legislation,” and adds that eight- 
een out of its twenty-one pages were “ taken 
bodily from the reports of Controller Coler.” 

The poverty of this annual message, as 
well as of that of the same official last year— 
in which, the author disclaimed any pur- 
pose “to submit any specific recommenda- 
tions with reference to any of the depart- 
ments ”—enforces the absurdity, not to say 
tragedy, of electing to the Mayoralty of 
Greater New York a man so wholly lacking 
in specific fitness therefor ag is Robert A. 


By way of contrast, however, the situa- 
tion suggests some of the really able docu- 
ments of this sort which have made their 
appearance in recent years. Perhaps the 
most significant of these, during the early 
half of this decade, came from Detroit 
while Mr. Pingree was carrying through 
various public improvements and fighting . 
the corporations. During the last half of 
the decade, however, the primacy in this 
respect has rested with Boston. 
Matthews was by no means destitute of 
ability in setting forth the work accom- 
plished and proposed by the city govern- 
ment, but Mayor Quincy surpassed all his 
predecessors, and, indeed, all his contem- 
poraries, in the scope and. statesmanlike 
character of his annual messages. Instead

acquaintance with his subjects, they were 
rendered both luminous and interesting. 

His successor, Mayor Hart, has presented 
his first message in the form of a ten-page 
introduction, followed by signed reports 
from the heads of the different branches of 
the city government, This document does 
not rank with its immediate predecessors, 
but it forms a valuable summary of the 
public administration, and in his intro- 
duetory the Mayor briefly discüsses several 
matters of importance, including a labor 
policy, a plan for decentralizing administra- 
tion by means of general municipal build- 
ings “in several sections of the city,” and 
the subject of metropolitan boards. In his 
later messages the new Mayor may do honor 
to the best traditions of Boston in this line. 

Chicago has not been distinguished for 
the character of its Mayors’ messages. 
though there has been an improvement in 
recent years. When, however, in the last 
inaugural, one finds the fundamental branch 
of our local government disposed of in this 
crisp sentence: The report of the Civil 
Service Commissioners will show a splendid 
record has been made in this department,” 
one’s hesitancy about the trustworthiness 
of the document is only displaced by admira- 
tion for the aplomb of its author.

TIME TO THINK, 

Writing in the Educational Review on 
“Ohanging Types of Modern Thought,” 
Professor R. M. Wenley of the University 
of Michigan pleads for time tothink. He 
believes there is a growing recognition 
that some thinkers should spend their time 
in thinking instead of in investigation. 

During the present generation one phrase 
has been repeated constantly as 
summed up the whole truth: “It is an 
age of criticism, of unrest, and of doubt.” 
Professor Wenley believes that apprecia- 
tion has now come of the partial nature 
of the statement and that it embodies 
a half truth and perhaps not even this. 

Instead of being an age of criticism 
the nineteenth cegtury, particularly the 
latter part, has been a period of acquisition 
principally, and of startling acquisitions at 
that. The mathematico-physical sciences 
have transformed themselves; there is a 
new astronomy, chemistry has completely 
changed its face, and physics has been 
extended in marvelous ways. 
phenomena have fallen back before molec- 
ular. Besides the revolutionary 
tions an entire new range of sciences, such 
as physiology, biology, histology, pathology, 
bacteriology, and experimental psychology, 
has arisen. Historical science has shift- 
ed its sweep so economics, sociology, au- 
thropology, historical theology, 
chology have been changed beyond recog- 
nition or have come into actual being. 
Every science has dragged to light facts 
previously unheard and thrust novel con- 
clusions upon an amazed public, The reali- 
ty of these investigations has been proved 
to the masses by endless inventions which 
have combined to render the life of the 
average man a thing of comfort and luxury 
such as his near ancestors could not com- 
mand even if rich. “If any man be here 
to denounce science,” as the preacher said, 
then let him begin by turning off the elec- 


This eager search for new scientific facts 
has left scientists too dazed to think of 
any other but their own, The need is for 
comprehensive consideration of all. 
sophical problems shot up amid changed 
conditions assembled by the sciences are 
becoming more urgent. A philosophy of 
evolution is the most erying need of the day. 
The world has had little use for philosophers 
during the last few years, but it is their

QUALITY OF POLICE SERVICE. 

A police department conspicuous for using 
or precipitating the use of firearms is con- 
spicuous in something other than the high- 
est kind of service, and such a department 
needs improvement in quality more than 
increase in numbers. Hardly a week passes 
without some encounter between the local 
police and citizens in which shots are ex- 
changed. In some of these cases innocent 
men, mistakenly or needlessly accosted, are 
killed, as was Harry Gray last month. In 
some cases persons suspected of crime are 
shot dead on the spot. In other cases 
officers themselves. suffer, and in still other 
cases bullets are sent flying about to the. 
jeopardy of the innocent passers-by. 

The latest instance of such shooting was 
of the last sort. It oceurred on Thursday 
morning about 4 o’clock, when a gentleman 
on Halsted street was awakened by shots 
and the sound of falling plaster. Examina- 
tion revealed the fact that a bullet had 
entered the open window and penetrated the 
wall of his room, and next day it developed 
that the shots had been exchanged between 
2 policeman and some fleeing burglars. 

Not only is the use of firearms dangerous 
to third parties, provocative of opposing 
violence, and a proper expedient in extreme 
cases only, but high class police duty con- 
sists in something quite other than “ pulling 
a gun” or in provoking or leaving the way 
open for another to do so. It consists rather 
in that watchfulness which forestalls crime 


and outwits the criminal, whether taken in 
the act or attempting escape. Police 
officers might well have a sense of pride 
which would prevent a casual or hasty re- 
sort to a pistol, since the use of that weapon 
no more signifies bravery or cleverness in 
the case of an officer than it does in the case 


of a fugitive.

Increase Savings Bank Deposits. 

™ all countries where there are postal 
Wings banks an increase in private savings 
bank deposits has followed the increase in 
postal savings bank deposits. The cause is 
sear, for not only do postal savings banks 
in all countries pay a lower rate of interest 
than private savings banks, but they reach 
class of people that private institutions do 
sot care to reach. In this connection it has 
been found that postal savings banks cus- 
mary supply their local money markets 
with sume which otherwise would have been 
hidden away and given neither opportunity 
nor encouragement to increase and multiply. 
Almost Hterally speaking, dead capital is 
resurrected from the ground through their 
means and given a useful life. When an in- 
dividual savings deposit has grown to the 
limit established by the postal savings regu- 
lations (generally varying from $500 to 
$1,000) any excess or further increase usually 
becomes the nucleus for a deposit account 
in @ private savings or commercial bank, or 
if invested in property most likely forms a 
collateral basis for loans, giving banks 
business. 

Bankers are dealers in credit, and‘as such 
it cannot be to their harm, but to their 
safety and profit, to have the credit re- 
sources of their community, as well as the 
capacity for using them, increased through 
accumulation of postal savings deposits.

Would Absorb Much of National Debt. 
‘The public debt of the United States on 


Nov. I. 1899, amounted to $1,046,049,020, the 
greater proportion of which will mature in 
1907. The private savings deposits of the 
United States aggregate at the present time 
nearly $2,000,000,000. The postal savings de- 
posits of Great Britain, which has a popula- 
tion of less than one-half that of the United 
States, amounted to $615,720,495, according 
to the most recent report issued. It is, 
therefore, reasonable to suppose that soon 
after the establishment of a sysicm of postal 
savings banks in the United States deposits 
— aggregate 500,000,000. if this enor- 
mous amount were invested wholly in gov- 
erfiment bonds it would necessitate the ab- 
‘sorption of nearly half of the present na- 
tional debt—a debt which is already thor- 
oughly absorbed and ributed. Whtle, as 
Mr. Lacey suggests, the invesiment of such 
a huge sum in government bonds would be 
likely to put them to @ premium so high 
that the yield would not aniount to 2 per 
cent, yet reasonable amounts of them might | 
perhaps from time to time be picked up 
quietly at prices which would yield some 
margin above 2 per cent. Moreover, finan- 
cial necessities of the future, expecially in 
connection with colonial Gevelopment, may 
lead to some further big bond issues. And 
such issues, as they arise, eould and should 
be utiliged for the investment of postal 
savings deposits. The farcical character 
and shameful scandals of the late popular 
loan, whereby precious few of the bonds, 
even of small denominations, ever got into 
the hands of the people for whom they were 
intended, and whose ownership of them 
would have been of inestimable benefit to 
the whole country, could never again happen 
with postal savings banks in existence, 
which could absorb. such issues when they 
came out. 

As for investment in securitics of States 
and municipalities, the commission manag- 
ing the postal savings banks would have to 
exercise the utmost discrimination. It 
would never do to have the different States 
and. municipalities encouraged to think 
that they could sell the postal savings banks 
all the securities they chose to issue. At 
the same time there would be 4 wide and 
safe field for general investment in securi- 
ties of States and municipalities, after due 
blacklisting of communities which ever had 
repudiated their obligations or otherwise 


| possessed a stained credit. The proposition 


to loan the postal savings deposits to na- 
tlonhl banks at interest would be dependent 
for success chiefly on relative firmness of 
rates of money. There would be times, as 
so well illustrated during the recent strin- 
gency, when a 2 would — —— to use 
such funds, pay the interest, and offer proper 
security. There would be other times 
when he would not consider it worth his 
while or risk to use them. The Nicaragua 
Canal investment, while it might be popular, 
would be subject to the objection of remov- 
ing savings deposit funds far away, from the 
localities where they are received on de- 
posit.. The plans for irrigating lands in the 
West and for renting government buildings 
do not meet this same objection as to proper 
investment. The government now pays 
$2,000,000 in building rentals each year, 
which would represent 2 per cent interest on 
$100,000,000 thus invested .in government 
buildings. 

Statistics of the System. 

In other countries -which have postal sav- 
ings bank systems difficulties connected 
with proper investment of funds are not 
nearly so great and complex as they would 
be in this country, where we have a public 
debt that is comparatively small and is 
capable of extinction at the maturity of 
bond issues now outstanding. Hence in this 
country we are in much greater need of 
expert talent to solve our problems in con- 
nection with the successful working out 
of postal savings banks. Holland, Sweden, 
Belgium, Austria, and Finland have their 
systems managed by Boards of Directors. 
Great Britain, France, and Italy control 
their postal savings banks by departments 
or burenus. In Great Britain the .depart- 
mental force slightly exceeds 300, and that 
of Swetien is fewer than fifty. Statistics 
lately collected by Consular representatives 
showed that the average cost of 1 
ment 0 1895 in a few countries was as fol- 
lows: Canada, 0.22 per cent of the —— 
amount of deposit: France, 0.45 per gent:

depositors are natives. In England 
New Zealand, one out of five persons is a 
depositor; in Ireland and Scotland, one out 
of fifteen; in Sweden, one out of twelve; 
and in Austria, one out of twenty-one. Fif- 
ty-four per cent of the depositors of Aus- 
tria are under 20 years of age. The mini- 
mum amount of deposit permitted by regu- 
lation varies from 5 cents in India to $1 in 
Canada. In Great Britain the lowest de- 
posit accepted is a shilling; in France, the 
franc; in Austria, a florin; and in Sweden, 
a crown. Several of the countries issue 
stamps to be sold at a rate based upon the 
smallest unit of money in vogue, so that it 
can be possible to lay up enough for the 
minimum deposit. 

The Postmasters General who have recom- 
mended Congress to take action favorable | 
to postal savings banks all have agreed that 
the rate of interest paid depositors should 
be at least % per cent less than the rate 
paid by private savings banks. In view of 
the gradual tendency of money to cheapen 
and the interest rate to become lower, 2 
per cent is becoming accepted as à proper 
rate for postal savings banks to pay de- 
positors. At this rate there could be no 
important interference with private savings 
banks, and yet for the class of depositors 
intended to be reached by postal savi 
banks, the 2 per cent rate would be sub- 
ciently attractive, for absolute security and 
convenience of location is relatively more 
desirable to them than profitable invest- 
ment. 

Success of Money Order System. 

The remarkable success of the postal 
money order system bears a most important 
relation to the subject of postal savings 
banks. There were, during the last year, 
52,000000 money order transactions, by 


as has been claimed by some, postal savings 
banks would be paternalistic, then the 
money order system is also paternalistic, for 
through it the government provides thou- 
sands of people too poor to keep bank ac- 
counts with the opportunity to buy, at small 
cost, government checks to transmit through 
the mall. 

The Senate Committee on Postoffices and 
Postroads recently collected considerable 
testimony concerning the extent to which 
persons bought money orders, payable to 
themselves, simply as a means of safe de- 
posit for their money. A money order is void 
when not presented for payment in a year, 
yet exceedingly numerous were the cases 
found recorded where money orders had 
been renewed for two or three future years 
by persons who bought them payable to 
themselves. One instance is mentioned 
where twenty-five money orders of $100 each 
were bought with money withdrawn from a 
bank becoming insolvent. The Feport of the 
Senate committee says:: Thousands upon 
thousands of money orders sent to the Super- 
intendent of the mony omer system here 
in Washington to be renewed, or rather to 
have a duplicate issued when a money order 
has run out of date, as provided by law, give 
some idea of the enormous extent to which 
the money order system is used as a means 
of deposit. Can there be stronger proof of 
the public demand and necessity fora postal 
savings bank in every monty order office?’ 

It must be remembered in connection with 
these cases that the people who thus secure 
government security for their money, not 
only forego all return but even pay a small 
price for the checks. Postal savings banks 
would not only enable such people to get 
both security and return for their money 
but also would put into circulation money 
hitherto unused, and therefore useless. 


Aim of Financial Administration. 


Under modern conditions to 
preserve a reasonable evenness in the money 
markets of each locality and an elastic ad- 
justment of rates between different locali- 
ties is the chief object of intelligent financial 
administration. The tendency in this coun- 
try has been for money to desert rural com- 
munities where banking facilities are defi- 
elent and to become congested in the big 
financial centers, chiefly New York, where 
it stimulates speculation in Wall street. 
With scientific investment and control of 
the enormous amount of funds that would 
be deposited in postal savings banks, even- 
ness in the money markets of different lo- 
ealities could be promoted and the general 
money market of the country could be bet- 
ter regulated. The West could be given a 
financial benefit through the employment 
at home of its undeveloped and unused re- 
sources of money. Local im rovements 
hitherto impossible thereby could be accom- 
plished, and even if a large gy of 
the money of the West, should be invested 
almost wholly in government issues of 
bonds the West would not necessarily suf- 
fer depletion of funds. Chicago contributed 
about $20,000,000 toward the recent war loan 
of $200,000,000. yet there resulted no diminu- 
tion in the deposits of Chicago banks. On 

contrary, they showed material In- 
money raised by the loan and used to prose- 
cute the war was spent largely in the West. 
Most of the orders for military and naval 
stores and provision were given to firms in 
Chicago, which in turn bought r more 
freely from the country tributary to it. The 
emergency munitions of war imported from 
abroad were paid for by the flour 8 
which the West shipped 7 — is 
against it bills of exchange which 4g 
ed States government bought.

SCIENTISTS ON CENTURY’S END. 


New York Sun Quotes Authorities Who 
Fix New Century’s Beginning with 
1901—Proof Overwhelming. 


New York Sun, Jan. 18: 
Here are a few additional points of more 
than usual interest concerning the year that 


ends the century: 

A writer in the n Times refers to a 
book published in in 1670 entitled 
“ A Natural History in Ten Centuries,” writ- 
ten by the Rt.-Hon. Francis Lord Verulam, 
Viscount St. Alban. In this the first cen- 
tury begins at the beginning of section 1 
and ends at the end of section 100. The ten 
centuries are finished at the ends of the last 
section, which is No. 1,000. If the noted 
personage popularly known as Lord Bacon 
had continued to extend his history through 
nineteen centuries, the last year of the final 
century would have been the year 1900. 

Mr. John Bond, the assistant keeper in the 


Records office, published twenty-five 
years ago a book in whic compared the 
years of the Julian era, of A. U. C. 
and of the Christian era, showing that the 


year 1 B. C. corresponded with the year 45 
of the Julian era, and that the year 1A. D. 
corresponded with the year of the Julian 
era 46. There was no year 0, hence, accord- 
ing to this author, the twentieth century 
begins with 1901. 

The British Astronomer Royal dismisses 
the year 0 as never existent, declaring that 
the second century began with A. D. 101.“ 
and “ soon for succeeding centuries. ** The 
question was fully discussed,“ says he, at 
the century dinner in Glasgow on April 15, 
1870, when the Lord Dean of Guild, after 
quoting various authorities, gave his de- 
cision as arbiter that the nineteenth cen- 
tury did not commence until 1801, Jan. 1, and 
that similarly the twentieth century will not 
commence until 1901.” 

Finally we find in Le Temps of Paris the 
dictum of the Bureau des Longitudes: 

The Bureau des Longitudes has just in- 
tervened in the dispute regarding the nine- 
teenth century. At the head of its annual 
it declares that— 

The nineteenth century will finish on 
Dec. $1, 1900.’ > 

The twentieth century will commence on 
Jan. 1,1901. This decision of the sole compe- 
tent authority puts an end to conflict, despite 
all decisions to the contrary on the part of 
lay authorities.“ 

The Bureau des Longitudes is the leading 
astronomical body of the world. Those two 
blazing meteors of celestial learning, La- 
place and nge, were at its head when 
the ten millionth of the distance from the 
equator to the pole was measured and pro- 
nounced the meter.

Right te Try Heretics. 

Elkhart, Ind., Jan. 19,—[Biditor of The Tribune. 
—May I use your columns to express my opposition 
to any and all attempts to silence theological 
teachers and preachers of the gospel who depart 
from the beaten paths of orthodoxy, and who, in 
their search after truth, pass into hitherto un- 
known regions and return with spoils new for 
the inspiration of mankind? I am sorry to notice 
reports of a renewed attempt at this petty persecu- 
tion, which is altogether foreign to the mood of 
the time, and absolutely contradictory both of the 
spirit and teachings of Jesus, the Christ. It was 
he who said that those who were not against 
him might be inferred to be his friends; it was 
he who commanded his disciple, John, to silence 
by remarking he kneW not what spirit he was of 
when he would have called down fire upon 
Samaritan village where Jesus had not receiv 
full respect; it was he who patiently led back 
the erring to virtue, set the wrong right, loved 
his enemies, prayed for those that despitefully 
used him, forgave the men and nation who re- 
jected and crucified him. Yea, who has given in 
the unorthodox, and, to the Jews, unbelieving 
Samaritan, the most beautiful picture of human 
benevolence the world has yet seen. 

The gospel is a declaration of human freedom— 
hical background is God's fatherland 
ithin a family the father is sole au- 
thority—it is insulting to him to have another 
interfere. And that authority flows from the 
fact that the son is born in the image of the 
father’s flesh, 


: God is 
man’s spirit; he sets him within his world; he sus- 
tains and governs the outer framework within 
which a man’s spiritual character as a son of 
heaven is wrought out in power. To no institu- 
tion, to no doctrine of men, is any son of God 
subject that would set any limit on his spiritual 
freedom—it is to his own maker and master he 
stands or falls. 

Furthermore, where in the gospels did Jesus 
found a church?

Such attempts ought to be fought as 
the personifying of anti-Christ, as enemy of that 
freedom wherewith Christ has set men free. It is 
blasphemy of the vilest sort and heresy of the 
basest kind for an ecclesiastical organization to 
call itself a Court of Jesus Christ, and as 
constituted by his authority and acting in his 
name. It is such things that clog religion and 

vent the enthronement of that name which is 
ve every name, and with whose prerogative 
of judgment no man may lightly interfere.
